MARINE DESCRIBES 


PLOTOF U.S. NAZS 


Tells of Offer To Buy 
Arms as German Vice- 
Consul Refuses Testi- 
mony. 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 7.—(#)—Dr. 
George Gyssling, German vice consul 
here, declined today to appear before 
a congressional subcommittee which 
a few hours previously heard testi- 
mony that a reputedly nazi organiza- 


tion at San Diego offered money for 
a government rifles and ammuni- 
ion. 

“The committee will have to get 
the consent of the Germany embassy 
in Washington.” Dr, Gyssling said. 
He said he understood he was want- 
ed “for questioning in regard to a 
$215 check, made out to cash, and in- 
dorsed by a person whose activities 
are under suspicion.” 

Virgil Haynes, who said he was 
working in the intelligence service of 
the United States marines. told the 


silver shirts and said a member of 
that organization offered him money 
for machine guns, rifles and ammuni- 
tion to be stolen from military forces. 

Haynesrasserted he had seen Silver 
Shirts drilling with rifles presum- 
ably obtained from San Diego mili- 
tary sources, and that they had heen 
arming themselves and drilling in a 
plot to take control of the United 
States government. 

Ammunition Stored. 

The marine observer said he had 
heen told of large caches of ammuni- 
tion stored by the Silver Shirts and 
said he had seen small amounts. 

Asked by the committee attorney 

what the purpose of the Silver Shirts 
was Haynes said: 
“To change the government. Wil- 
liam Dudley Pelley, the national or- 
ganizer, told me the plan was to in- 
corporate the nation. giving each adult 
a share of stock. This would bear a 
monthly dividend of $80 a share, he 
said. He also planned to deport the 
Jews,” 

“Was force advocated to gain con- 
trol of the government?’ Haynes was 
asked, 

“Yes, I was commissioned as an in- 
structor in military tactics with the 
Silver Shirts. I taught them the use 
of small arms and street fighting.” 

Planned Uprising Told. 
One of the first witnesses to appear 


hefore the committee was Corporal 
Kdward T. Grey, of the United States 
marines, stationed in San Diego. He 
was assigned by superior officers to 
investigate the activities of the Silver 
Shirts. The corporal gave an account 
of the planned “capture” of the San 
Diego city hall by force, saying: 

“It was planned for early in May, 
when the communists were to stage a 
May Day celebration. The Silver 
Shirts were ready, too. The 200 
armed, trained Silver Shirts had or- 
ders to converge on the city from the 
outskirts. They counted on the com- 
munists going in before them and tak- 
ing the city by storm. Then, in the 
confusion, the Silver Shirts were to 
overthrow the communists, their 
avowed enemies.” 

The “capture” of San Diego failed. 
however, Grey said, when the eom- 
munist demonstration failed to mate- 
rialize. 

In declining to appear before the 
committee Dr. Gyssling displayed a 
$215 check to newspapermen, It was 
indorsed by F. W. Rehmer. 

“Somebody must have made a. fool- 
ish confusion.” he said, “as FE. W. 
Rehmer is a lady—my personal secre- 
tary.” 

Marine Joined Group. 

Haynes said that as an intelligence 
worker in the marines he obtained 
membership in the San Diego Silver 
Shirts. 

“T was made an instructor.” Haynes 
testified. “The Silver Shirts were 
armed with rifles, pistols and shot- 
guns, but mainly Springfield rifles 
bearing a United States government 
mark. 

“I was told the rifles had,been pur- 
chased from members of the military 
forces in San Diego. 

“IT saw 2.000 pounds of ammuni- 
tion and was told there was another 
12,000 pounds eached in four places 
near San Diego. The ammunition, I 
was told, had been purchased from 
North Island naval base.’ 

The former marine testified the of- 
fer for guns and ammunition 
made by W. W. Kemp, who was de- 
scribed as commander of the San 
Diego Silver Shirts. 


Haynes quoted Kemp as saying:

Girl Who Raised Rebel Flag in ’61 
+ Still Alert and Spry at 92 Years 


By SARA WILSON. 

More than 70 years have passed 
since a slip of a girl, clad.in'a hoop- 
skirted dress ‘of white silk with tiny 
pink bows under the ruching and ruf- 


flies, stood in the courthouse yard at 
Preston, Ga., and hoisted a Confed- 
erdte flag as three Georgia companies 
marched away to war. Seventy-odd 
years is a long time, but Mollie Jossey 
still. remembers the ‘thrill of pride 
that was hers when she raised the flag 
and bade God-speed to the boys in 
gray. For it was, according to Mollie 
Jossey’s own statement, the first Con- 
federate flag to be raised in Géorgia. 

She is in Atlanta now as the guest 
of her granddaughter, Mrs. K. 8, Cul- 
pepper, of Clarkston. She bas walked 
from store to store to complete her 
fall shopping during the week that 
she has been here. Despite the fact 
that her ninety-second birthday will 
arrive on September 3, Mollie Jossey 
is as chipper as a lass of 18. 

Life was more exciting for her 
then than now. The schools had closed 
when the war clouds closed over Geor- 
gia, for the teachers were needed in 
the army. Mollie Jossey was enrolled 
in one of these country schools. She 
also was engaged to dashing William 
R. Statham, who enlisted as a Can- 
noneer in the Confederate troops. 

Married During War. 

A week after the flag-raising cere- 
mony she was married to Mr. Stat- 
ham, her “best beau.” Judge D. B. 
Harrell was best man at the wedding. 
He also was the president of a bank, 
the judge of the court and the cap- 
tain of the company in which the 
bridegroom was enlisted. It was 
throngh his intervention that Mr. 
Statham was able to obtain a three- 
week reprieve for a honeymoon with 
his bride, 

But Mollie Jossey’s heart was with 
the soldiers on their way to battle. 
She presented the three companies 
with her wedding cake, a three-tiered 
masterpiece crowned with a white 
swallow. The companies marched 
away on their journey to Virginia and 
took the cake with them to Atlanta. 

“I had such pretty clothes in those 
days,” Mrs. Statham said. “That day 
I raised the flag I was wearing the 
sweetest white silk hat—skyscraper 
bonnets, we called them. My hair was 
bobbed, because I was just a school- 
girl. And I used to .curl it every 
night on the same kind of irons the 
girls use today.” 

Bnt it was not her pretty clothes 
nor her sparkling brown eyes that had 
won Mollie Jossey the coveted honor 
of being chosen to send the Confed- 
erate flag to the top of a 60-foot flag- 
pole. During the mobilization of the 
troops in Preston the townsfolk were 
obliged to feed the men. Provisions 
Were scarce in the little town. So 
twice a week Mollie Jossey took her 
father’s horse and buggy for an all- 
day foraging expedition. Near-by 
farmers gave her all they could spare, 

Won “Popularity Contest.” 

When the training period was com- 
pleted and the companies were ready 
to march away, the captain asked for 
a girl to raise the flag which the 
older women of Preston had made. 
An old-fashioned “popularity contest” 
was held. The entries were three 
schoolmates, Mollie Knox, Mollie 
Swinney and Mollie Jossey. 

“IT got 160 more votes than they 
did.” Mrs. Statham said proudly. 

With her head high in the air and 
her brown eyes snapping, she talked 
of the reconstruction period when a 
garrison of 500 northern soldiers was 
stationed at Preston. She is far too 
much of a lady to say “damn Yan- 
kees” before strangers, but it is easy 
to see that her idea of heaven is 
bounded by the Mason and Dixon line.

his summer home here. He was in 
hie 67th year.

Although in ill health, death came 
suddenly to the once powerful repub- 
lican organization leader. Stricken 
with paralysis «six years ago this 
month, “Bill” Vare clung to life to 
fight more political battles, 

Dividing his time between the New 
‘Jersey seashore in the summer and 
Florida in the winter, Vare suffered 
a number of relapses. Ten days ago 
he went to Philadelphia uuring the 
excessive heat waves and overtaxed 
his waning strength. 

He took to his bed and news of 
his set-back did not become publicly 
known until early today. Then his 
son-in-law, Dr. John J. Shaw, an- 
nounced the national 
had been quite ill, but that he show- 
ed much improvement. 


Attack Fatal. 


Members of the family said he sat 
np and chatted with them. Before 
noon he was seized with a heart at- 
tack and death came 20 minutes 
later. 

That he was seriously ill during the 
last ten days was shown by the fact 
that all members of the Vare family 
had been summoned to the summer 
home late last week, and all were ct 
the bedside when he passed away. 

He was the last of a family of ten 
children which included three sisters 
and wa youngest of the three broth- 
ers whose names were written large 
in Philadelphia politics for a genera- 
tion. 

He is survived hy his widow, Mrs. 
Ida Morris Vare, and two daughters, 
Mrs. William F. Kipp and Mrs. John 
J. Shaw, wife of Dr. Shaw. 


Nephew Present. 
Among others present when death 


came was a nephew, Edwin H. Vare | 
Jr., and his wife, the former Glenna | 


Collett, internationally known golfer. 

The funeral, the family said, will 
be held in Philadelphia, probably on 
Thursday. 

In Philadelphia the organization 
Vare built is dominant in republican 
politics although new leaders dfrect 
its destinies, and thousands of men 
who owe allegiance to Vare still are 
in office.

Von Hindenburg Laid To Rest Clear, Hot Weather 
At Scene of Greatest Victory 


TANNENBURG, Germany, Aug. 7. 
(/)—In a tower room of the national 
Shrine erected in memory of bis great- 
‘est military victory, the body of Presi- 
dent Paul von Hindenburg rested to- 
‘night while thousands of his fellow- 
leountrymen waited patiently in flicker- 
‘ing tourchlight for a glimpse of his 
‘eoffin. 

Funeral service in which his suc- 
eessor, Chancellor Adolf Hitler, with 
deep feeling, said von Hindenburg 
“opened the door” to the present re- 
‘gime delivered the old soldier into his 


monumental shrine« 

| The final rites, brief and simple as 
ithe field marshal had wished, were 
conducted on the very spot where 20 
_years ago he stopped the Russian in- 
vasion. 

After the coffin had been brought 
here from the von Hindenburg estate 
at Neudeck, along 60 miles of torch- 
lighted road, there was prayer, music, 
a short talk by an army chaplain and 
Hitler's fervent speech in which he 
declared that the name of von Hin- 
denburg cannot be allowed to die. 
| Hitler declared that von Hindenburg 
opened the door to the representa- 
tives” of German resurgence, making 
a reference understood to be to the 
nazi movement. 

“Twice in the life of a soldier hon- 
‘orable mention comes to him alone— 
after a great victory and after death,” 
‘said the chancellor.

PEACE MOVES FAIL 


Progress Reported in Efforts 
* To Settle Alabama 


Cortroversy. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 7.—(7)— 
Peace negotiations came to a stand- 
still in the truck drivers’ strike to- 


day. 
The Rev. Francis Haas and HE. H. 
Dunnigan, federal mediators, confer- 
red with Vincent Dunne and Farrell 
Dobbs, strike leaders, but the meeting 
failed to produce any progress toward 
settlement of the 22-day controversy. 

The employes’ advisory committee, 
while not meeting with the arbiters, 
released a statement insisting com- 
munism is still the “real issue” in the 
strike. 

Meanwhile, national guardsmen had 
issued 4,100 permits for operating 
vehicles. Of that number 351 were 
to employer subscribers to the Haas- 
Dunnigan peace plan for reinstate- 
ment of employes without disecrimina- 
tion and higher wages. This program 
has been rejected by the advisory com- 
mittee but accepted by strikers. 

Among the 351 were some firms 
represented on the employers, advis- 
ory committee, 

With military rule still in effect, 
Governor Floyd B, Olson planned to

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—(/)—‘ 
Chairman Farley, of the democratic 
national committee, today said that 
his rival, Chairman Fletcher, of the 
republican national. committee, “‘is 
whistling in the dark.” 

Back from a month’s political sur- 
vey of the west, the genial, ruddy- 
faced postmaster-general seemed ex- 
uberantly enthusiastic over his party's 
fall election prospects. He smilingly 
professed sympathy for Fletcher and 
said the republican campaign against 
“the New Deal” had fallen flat. 

Referring to Fletcher's’ recent 
charge that the administration would 
pour out more treasury relief and 
crop reduction funds as the congres- 
sional campaign progressed,’ Farley 
told newspapermen : 

“He is doing the best he can in a 
tough spot but nobody is worrying 
about what he has to say.” 

In a formal statement on the find- 
ings of his extensive trip, Farley ex- 
pressed the view that democratic nom- 
iness for congress were certain to 
hold their party support and retain 
much of that given by republicans and 
independents who voted for President 
Roosevelt in 1932. 

At a press conference, the demo- 
cratic chieftain dismissed the attacks 
Senator Borah, republican, Idaho, has 
been directing at NRA and AAA by 
commenting that Borah “is not mak- 
ing any impression even on the peo- 
ple of Idaho.” 

tie termed “propaganda” reports 
that the national democratic organt- 
zation had allied itself with state fac- 
tions in the primaries.

Hindu Miracle. 


Thousands of devout Hindus are 
flocking to Eknowra, a small village 
in the district of Hardroi, where a 
Brahmin girl-widow is said to have 
“become suttee” by supernatural means. 
The girl's husband, a student in the 
local high school, died suddenly while 
visiting a friend in an adjacent vil- 
lage. The news was carried to the 
widow, aged 16, who was prostrated 
with grief. She insisted on having a 
last look at her husband's body and 
before doing so took a ceremonial 
bath and dressed herself in her bridal 
robes. She set forth from the house 
and at a little distance met the fu- 
neral: procession on its way to the 
banks of the Ganges where the body 
was to be burned on a funeral pyre, 
in accordance with orthodox Hindu 
rites, The girl was again overcome 
with grief and asked those present 
to allow her to “become suttee,” by 
immolating herself on her husband's 
funeral pyre. 

This practice of self-immolation was 
exceedingly common in India in old- 
en times, but is now illegal, and has 
vecome very rare, although it still sur- 
vives in out-of-the-way country dis- 
tricts. The girl was dissuaded from 
carrying out her intentions, and she 
was persuaded to return home. Two 
of her husband's friends accompanied 
her, but on nearing the house she sat 
down under a peepul tree and refused 
to move. The peepul tree is sacred 
and reputed to be the dwelling place 
of a particular Hindu deity. Sudden- 
ly, so the story goes, according to 
the Central News, the girl's clothes 
caught fire. She made no attempt to 
move, and was burned to death. The 
blaze was so fierce that it charred 
the branches of the tree, 

As a sequel to this “miracle” a 


shrine has been set up under the pee- 
pul tree to the memory of the girl-

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Aug. 7.—- 
(P)}—Organized labor’s governing body, 
protesting -restoration of the Blue 
Eagle to the Harriman Hosiery Mills 
at Harriman, Tenn., decided today: io 
make it a test case of the collective 
bargaining provisions of the NRA, 

Following a meeting of the execu- 
tive council of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, President William 
Green said the council was “‘tremen- 
dously disappointed” at the action of 
A. R. Glancey, divisional compliance 
representative at Washington, in re- 
storing the Blue Eagle. 

Green said he was directed to con- 
fer- with General Hugh S. Johnson, 
NRA administrator, when Johnson re- 
turns from his western trip and to 
“call upon him to repudiate Glancey.” 

“We consider this a test case of 
Section 7-A of the NRA,” Green said. 
“It's a question of whether the Blue 
Eagle is to be restored to a company 


which refuses to bargain collectively: 


under Section 7-A.” 
“Strikes Made Necessary.” 

In his call today to labor unions 
to attend the federation’s annual con- 
vention in San Francisco, beginning 
October 1, Green asserted that experi- 
ence had shown that notwithstanding 
the provisions of Section 7-A, work- 
ers had been prevented from exercising 
the right to organize and to engage 
in collective bargaining. He said they 
had been compelled to resort to strike 
measures “in order to force employers 
to concede the exercise of a_ right 
guaranteed them by law.” 

“The officers and delegates in at- 
tendance at the fifty-fourth annual 
convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor,” he said “must of 
necessity take cognizance of this situ- 
ation. The labor movement must make 
real, vital and operative the provisions 
of Section 7-A, so that every right ac- 
corded to workers to organize and to 
bargain collectively through represent- 
atives of their own choosing must be 
exercised and engaged to the fullest 
extent.” 

Approximately 600 employes of the 
Harriman Mills were thrown out of 
employment when the mills closed re- 
cently. following withdrawal of the 
Blue Eagle. The company was charged 
with refusing to bargain collectively 
with its employes, who were more than 
90 per cent organized in a trade union 

Blue Eagle ved. 

The national labor board referred 
the case to the compliance division 
of the NRA, which investigated, found 
the company had refused to engage 
in collective bargaining under Section 
7-A, and directed the Blue Eagle to 
be removed. 

The company decided to close its 
plant and lodged a protest with Gen- 
eral Johnson against removal of the 
NRA emblem, Johnson turned the 
matter over to Major George L. 
Berry, division administrator, who

VIOLENCE FLARES ANEW 

IN U. 8S. LABOR DISPUTES

Tilinois—Quiet for some time—sud- 
denly swung into a vortex of violence 
Tuesday as mediators over the nation 
sought to bring peace to strike-strick- 
en arena. 

Near Waltonville, a bridge was 
dynamited on the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy railroad, causing de- 
railment of a combination passenger 
and freight train. Two crewmen 
were injured, neither. seriously. 

In Christian county. near Taylor- 
ville, a bridge on the Illinois Midland 
railroad suffered minor damage from 
a bomb and in Taylorville one man 
was shot in the shoulder. ‘ 

Tilinois authorities attributed the 

bombings and shooting to the long- 
smouldering strife between rival 
unions seeking to eontrol the coal 
fields. There are. however, no active 
strikes in the fields. 
_ In Pekin, Ill, four men were in- 
jured by flying clubs and bricks when 
non-union workmen attempted to 
force their way into the picketed 
plant of the American Distillery Com- 
pany. 

Communism Termed Issue. 

Meanwhile, in Minneapolis, where 
a truckers’ strike has been in force, 
James R. Cochran, chairman of the 
employers’ committee asserted that 
communism was the real issue. 

Trucks, under order from the gov- 
ernor, were allowed to operate only 
after operators subscribed to a peace 
plan fostered by federal mediators, 

Cochran charged that if employers 
accepted mediators’ proposals, it 
would enable strikers to claim a vic- 
tory for communist leadership by hav- 
ing obtained “an increase in wages 
without: or before arbitration, and 
thereby give prestige to the commun- 
ist leaders.” 

About 135 shop workers of the 
Milwaukee Bridge Company agreed to 
return to work today. ending a week- 
old walkout. after being granted wage 
increases and ather concessions. 

e Wisconsin city. nevertheless, 
saw walkouts start at two other large 
structural steel plants, the Worden: 
Allen Comnany, and the Lakeside 
Bridge & Steel Company. The strik- 
ers’ demand nnion recognition and in- 
creased wages. 

At Kohler, Wis., union leaders and 
officials of the Kohler company 
agreed on their first joint conference 
toward a strike settlement since pick- 
eting began July 23. The meeting 
will he held in Chicago Friday, 

Officials of the North Hammotdé, 
Ind., plant of ever Brothers, said 
that increasing numbers of striking 
employes had returned to work and 
that production had been resumed on 
a full-time basis. Strike leaders, how- 
ever, maintained that very few had 
returned to jobs. 

At Pana, Ti. 150 relief workers on 
road projects went on strike, demand- 
ing higher wages.

Slayer of Daughter 
Must Die in Chair 


HOUSTON, Texas, Aug. 7.—(2)— 
A penalty of death in the electric 
chair was assessed today against 
Elijah Stuart, 27, for the strangling 
of Dortha, his 4-year-old daughter. 

A jury which deliberated little 
more than an hour convicted the un- 
employed defendant of first-degree 
murder without mercy, despite his 
counsel's contention he was a “crazy 
man.”

abortion. 

Mrs. Brown testified’ over the vig- 
orous objection of her atterney, who 
said he feared it would jeopardize her 
constitutional rights. 

“Neal came to me last March and 
said he was in trouble—that a girl 
friend of his was in trouble too,” she 
said.

Brown then detailed other 
of sending him to a doctor.

Remembered Visit. 


Five years ago the writer was one 
of those attending the Fourth of July 
celebration at Tientsin, the city which 
was at that time the home of Iu Yi 
It is indicative of the keen, retentive 
mind of the young emperor of Man- 
chukue that he remembered the visit 
at that time of the party of American 
journalists, under the auspices of the 
Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace. 

Pu Yi has no lack of realization 
that his task, as the focal point around 
which to rally the 30,000,000, Man- 
chus, Chinese and Mongolians over 
which he is now the ruler, is 
a Herculean one. He realizes that 
while there has been performed a 
modern-day miraclé in the bringing 
of governmental order out of the chaos 
that was left behind with the flight 
of Chang Hsueh-liang two years ago.

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has been far less difficult, and its 
accomplishment of less significance, 
than the future efforts will be to 
bring a full realization of what good 
government is, and its acceptance by 
a people who, in many basic respects, 
are antagonistic to many of the very 
things that go to make good govern- 


ment, 
People Know Little. 

So far the farmers and the great 
mass of the Chinese people in the, 
towns and cities of Manchukuo know 
but little of what has been going on. 
They are accustomed to governmental 
changes and to accepting them in a 
spirit of making the best of a situa- 
tion that generally means more taxes 
and more hardships for them. 

In the name of Pu Yi these people 
must be brought to understand the 
new kind of government—one in which 
they must participate, or at least sup- 
port, if it is to be successful. The 
task is made doubly difficult because 
of the fact that there must not be 
any indication that this new type of 
government is being forced upon them 
by alien influences. To accept such 
government would be to lose face—the 
one thing that the Chinese will die to 


avoid. 
“On the Spot.” 


The greatest hope that the idea of 
modern government can be imparted to 
these millions of ignorant Chinese lies 
in the fact that Pu Yi, their new em- 
peror, is the direct descendant of a 
long line of rulers of China proper. 
If ever a young man was “on the 
spot,” to again make use of an Amer- 
ican term in referring to a situation 
that could exist nowhere else in the 
world save the orient, this young em- 
peror is. eee 

The western world, which is certain 
ta be definitely influenced by the turn 
of the governmental tide in Manchu- 
kuo. may well be appreciative of the 
fact that. young though he is and in- 
experienced in kingly duties and re- 
sponsibilities, Pu Yi is evidencing not 
only a realization of his delicate task, 
but a determination to serve in such 
a manner as to bring succor to a peo- 
nle who. for 4.000 years or more, have 
always ‘been more or less dow n-trod- 


den. 


Called “Traitor.” _ 

Recently officials of the Nanking 
government have openly branded Pu 
Yi as a “traitor” to his country and 
his people for having openly branded 
himself to be placed at the head of 
the new state formed hy the Japanese 
out of. the five provinces that were 
formerly part of China. 


Whether technically this charge is | 


just or not, it certainly is not to be 
said that Pu Yi is a traitor to the 
best interests of the Chinese people, 
when it is borne in mind that after 
20 years of effort by the so-called dem- 
ocratic government of China, the con- 
ditions of the masses are worse than 
they were punder the empire, while in 
jess than two years’ time actual and 
effective good government, the effects 
of which are already apparent in re- 
duced taxes and better conditions gen- 
erally, has been created in the new 
state where Pu Yi is called emperor.

ANOTHER FOUND GUILTY

The state won a second victory 
Tnesday in its war on slot machines 
with the conviction of Vernon R., 
Frank, a DeKalb county florist, 
charged with operating machines in 
Fulton county.

explanation of the secret of hitting as ‘Hit ’em where they) 


ain’t,’’’ writes a fan from Macon. ‘Just what did Willis 
Keeler do to become such a famous hitter?” 

Which is a fair question and there are plenty of answers 
for it. 

As one of them there is Willie Keeler’s feat of going to 
bat 700 times from 1895 to 1897 without striking out. 


That is something to make the eyes spin around like 
a Fourth of July pin wheel. 

And Billy Keeler still leads the baseball world in the most 
consecutive times batting safely. In 1897 he batted safely in 
44 consecutive games, getting 82 hits. 11 being two-base blows 
and 10 being triples. 

His explanation of how to hit in that terse state- 
ment, “Hit ’em where they ain’t,” is really just half 
the story. Billy Keeler was a famous outfielder in his 
day. Wilbert Robinson, who played with Keeler on the 
Old Orioles, regards Keeler as the peer of Fy Cobb 
in the outfield. And he saw them both at their respec- 
tive peaks. 


The story goes that Keeler was being interviewed by a base- 
ball writer who asked him just how he explained his success 
at bat and afield. 

Keeler hesitated and then said, “Hit ’em where they 
ain’t, be where they are.” : 
And that, as I have said before, comes ringing down the 

‘wears as the greatest advice that can be given a hitter or fielder 
—‘‘Hit ’em where they ain’t, be where they are.”” One can't 
go wrong on that. 


A “CHOKE” HITTER. 

! hied myself to Wilbert Robinson for information as to 
Keeler. 

“He was,” said Robby, “a choke hitter. He grasped 
his bat about halfway up. He had an uncanny ability 
to hit the ball through short or second. But he could 
hit some long ones at times. 

“Keeler and John McGraw worked the first hit-and-run 
play. McGraw was awfully good at getting on base. He would 
work the pitcher for three and two and then stand there and 
foul them off. 

“Once in St. Louis he fouled off 26 balls after the 
count was three and two. As soon as he got on base 
Keeler came up and they never used a sign. It was 
understdod that as soon as Keeler came up they would 
work the hit-and-run. We won a lot of games with it. 
Opposing teams required months of watching it before 
they got the fact it was a deliberate play and not an 
accident. 

“Keeler was a real marvel and as fine a fielder as Ty Cobb. 
I say that as a great admirer of Cobb. | saw them both when 
they were at their peaks and no other outfielders could do what 
those two could.” 

Which is tribute enough—from one who knows.

We hare now come to a most in- 
teresting family in our discussion of 
salamanders. This family, the Pleth- 
odontidae, has among its other dis- 
tinguishing characteristics, the abso- 


lute absence of lungs. In number of 
genera and species, as well as indi- 
viduals, this is by far the largest 
family of salamanders. There are 15 
genera and 59 species of lungless sal- 
amanders in North America north 
of the Rio Grande, and several other 
representatives of this family are 
found as far away as the Mediter- 
ranean islands. Our most common sal- 
amander, the dusky, is a member of 
this group. There is hardly a spring- 
fed rill in the vicinity of Atlanta that 
has not its share of the Plethodonti- 
dae. 

| Since I personally find this the 
/most interesting of the salamander 
| groups, I am anxious to take all the 
Georgia species separately and treat 
them exhaustively. Space and the pas- 
|sage of time prohibits that, however, 
| so I am Qoing to take just two spe- 
cies and show how vastly different 
lives are within this complex family. 
_. Take our common red salamander, 
|for example, or better, the dusky 
salamander, since any of you who 
choose can find the latter. The dusky 
lives its entire life near the water. 
It is to be found under stones and half- 


buried. logs in the sandy or muddy 
shoals along small brooks, It has to 
have the moisture for the sake of 
breathing, since this function is cat- 
ried on through the skin instead of 
the more conventional lungs or gills. 
During the winter the eggs of this 
species are deposited on the under 
side of these same stones, and the 
gill-equipped larvae are aquatic. 

On the other hand, consider the 
slimy -lamander, which is found in 
relatively dry places under the bark 
of fallen trees or under the logs 
themselves. This animal, so far as my 
personal observation and reading ex- 
tends, never enters the water. The eggs 
are deposited in the home log and 
there they undergo their- dev@op 
ment, hatching not into gilled lar¥ae, 
but into minute replicas of their par- 
ents. How is breathing accomplished 
in the absence of moisture, did you 
say? Well, there is not an absolute 
absence of moisture, to begin with, 
and then, too, the skin of this species 
is abundantly supplied with mucous 
glands, which tend to keep the skin 
in condition for the gaseous exchange 
of respiration.

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER __ | 


FROM LOG TO OCEAN LINER 
VIII—Early Ocean Liners 

In journeys across the Great Lakes, 
I have been carried time and again by 
“naddle-wheel” steamers. This type 
of vessel has given way to the screw 
propeller type for ocean travel, but it 
is still used on short voyages, and 
there was a time when it served for 
crossing the Atlantic. 


The S. 8. “R. F. Stockton,” built 
to cross the sea under steam and 
sail, 


The beginning of the steamboat is 
a long and interesting story; but in 
this series we shall only mention that 
it was not the invention of any one 
man. Papin and Jouffroy, of France, 
Rulls and Symington, of Great Brit- 
ain, and Rumsey, Fitch, Fulton and 
Stevens, of the United States, are 
among those whom we must thank 
for making the steamboat a real 
thing. 

The first steamboat to cross the 
Atlantic ocean was the “Savannah,” 
a paddie-wheeler which ran from Sa- 
vannah, Georgia, to Liverpool, Eng- 
land, in 181% The voyage lasted 20 
days. Most of the distance was cov- 
ered by sailing, for. the vessel car- 
ried paddle wheels; but for 80 hours 
the engine was at work, and when the 
vessel reached England, there was 
great rejoicing over the deed. 

few other steamboats crossed 
the ocean in the 20 years which fol- 
lowed. but each was fitted with sails 
as well as paddle wheels. There was 


much talk*as te whether it was pos- 
sible for a vessels to go all the way 
b- steam power. At last one learned 
man said that it never would be possi- 
ble for a vessel to carry enough coal 
to make a non-stop trip across the 
Atlantie without the help of sails. 

Happily there were other men who 
believe in the future of the ocean 
steamer. One of these was a Cana- 
dian—Samuel Cunard of Halifax, 
Nova Scotia. In 1839 he formed the 
British and North American Royal 
Mail Steam Packet Company, and ob- 
tained a contract to carry letters and 
packages from Liverpool to Halifax 
aud Boston. A voyage with a steam- 
driven vessel was to be made each two 
weeks. 

Four paddle-wheel steamers were 
built for Cunard, each 200 feet lorg. 
They were fitted with three masta 
apiece, but the main power was to 
come from the engines which drove 
28-foot paddle wheels. Cunard met 
with syccess. His vessels carried pas- 
sengers (one of them Charles Dickens) 
as well as mail: and one of his later 
ships, the “Scotia,” crossed from New 
York to Liverpool in eight days and 
22 hours. 

The “Scotia” was the last steam 
paddler built for the Cunard mail 
service. She made the record run 
in 1862, three years before “unard 
died. The Cunard Steamship Com- 
pany has lived to the present time 
Recently it joined forces with the 
White Star Line, thus forming the 
greatest steamship company of .nod- 
ern times. 

In 1839, two steamers fitted wit? 
screw propellers appeared upen the 
sen. One was called the “R. F. 
Stockton.” and the other was the 
“Archimedes.” Slowly but surely 
through the years, vessels of thi- 
type took the place of steam-paddlers 
leading to the mighty ocean liners 
which we shall take up in our next 
story.

the price bulges which ensued here, 
profit-taking at times hammered the 
wheat market down temporarily al- 
most 3 cents a bushel, but the set- 
backs encouraged fresh outbursts of 
buying, with rallies especially impres- 
sive as the day drew to an end.

“ULYSSES” AGAIN 
PERMITTED ENTRY 
TO U.S. LIBRARIES | 


NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—(4)—The 
right to import James Joyce's 
“Ulysses” was upheld by the United 
States district court of appeals today 


in a decision sustaining a ruling of 
Federal Judge John M. Woolsey. 


“It may be that ‘Plysses’ will not 
last as a substantial contribution to 
literature,” said the court in dismiss- 
ing the federal government's charges 
the book was lewd, immoral and ob- 
scene, “and it is certainly easy to be- 
lieve that in spite of the opinion of 
Joyce's laudators the immortals will 
still reign; but the same may be said 
of the curernt works of art and music 
and many other serious efforts of the 
mind.” 

The court’s decision by a two-to- 
one vote allowing Random House, 
Inc., to import the book, continued: 

“Art certainly cannot advance un- 
traditional 
forms, and nothing in such a field is 
more stifling to progress than limi- 
tation of the right to experiment with 
a new technique. 

“The foolish judgments of Lord EI- 
don about 100 years-ago proscribing 
the workg of Byron, Shelley and 
Southey are a warning to all who 
have to determine the limits of the 
field within which authors may ex- 
ercise themselves,” said Judge Augus- 
tus N. Hand; who wrote the opinion. 

“We think that “Ulysses” is a book 

of originality and sincerity of treat- 
ment and that it has not the effect 
of promoting lust. Accordingly, it 
does not fall within the statute even 
though it justly may offend many.” 
_ Judge Martin T, Manton, dissent- 
ing, said that certain pages of the 
hook “are too indecent to add as a 
footnote to this opinion.” 

“Its characterization as obscene 
should be quite unanimous,” he added. 

The divided opinion of the court 

rmits an appeal to the United 
States supreme court, subject to ap- 
proval of the United States solicitor- 
general.

PLANS PERFECTED 


Judge Ingram and Solici- 
tor Mitchell To Meet in 
Cartersville Saturday. 


The first joint debate of the guber- 
natorial campaign was arranged Tues- 
day when Judge William A. Ingram, 
of the city court of Cartersville, and 
Solicitor-General John ©.

In accepting Mr. Mitchell’s chal- 
lenge, Judge Ingram invited both 
Governor Talmadge and Judge Pitt- 
man, one of the governors two op- 
ponents, to be present for the debate 
Saturday afternoon. Neither has an- 
nounced whether or not he can and 
will accept. ; 

The governorship campaign was en- 
livened again ‘Tuesday by another 
statement from J. Sid Tiller, of At- 
lanta, president of the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Lebor, a statement which 
Mr. Tiller said answered the gover- 
nor’s remarks at Dalton Saturday re- 
garding the wage scale fixed by the 
state highway board for contractors 
doing state highway work, 

The Walter Roe case has developed 
into one of the most discussed issues 
of the governorship campaign. Both 
Judge Pittman and Governor Tal- 
madge are marking considerable men- 
tion of it in every address. 

Ingram’s Reply. 

Judge Ingram’s reply to the chal- 
lenge of Solicitor-General Mitchell 
follows: 

“IT have just observed your chal- 
lenge extended through the columns 
of an Atlanta newspaper to discuss 
the Walter Roe rape case in Carters- 
ville at 3 o'clock next Saturday after- 
noon, August 11. 

“TI cheerfully accept your challenge 
and feel certain I shall be able to up- 
hold my position as outlined in the 

resence of Governor Talmadge at 
alton last Saturday afternoon. 

“However, fully realizing that our 
courthouse auditorium, large as it js, 
will not accommodate the crowd, I 
am planning the erection of out-of- 
door stands in order to accommodate 
the crowd on this occasion. 

“I am confident I shall be able to 
reply to anything you have to say 
concerning this case, as I am fully 
conversant with it, and am delighted 
that you have offered an occasion for 
me to further acquaint the public 
with the sordid facts about it.

Tiller Makes Statement. 

In his latest public statement re- 
garding the highway pay scale, Tiller 
said he was only replying to the state- 
ments of Governor Talmadge at Dal- 
ton. 
Tiller said the governor “again mis- 
states the facts and we are forced 
to the conclusion that he is doing so 
deliberately in an attempt to create a 
feeling of prejudice between the farm- 
ers and the workers of Georgia.”
